Two weeks ago 11 
arrests were made at 
greenhouses on 

Lakeshore Rd. in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake where mari¬ 
juana was being grown 
for medical use. The next 
day, the Town asked 
Health Canada to shut 
down the operation. 

It's a situation the town 
has been dealing with for 
some time, said Lord 
Mayor Pat Darte. 

“It’s clear the residents 
don’t want it there,” he 
said, and the Town con¬ 
tinues to be concerned 
about some of the issues

and potential problems 
with the site. 

Health Canada has not 
yet replied to the request, 
sent in a letter signed by 
NOTL chief administra¬ 
tive officer Mike 
Galloway. 

In the letter, he referred 
to the greenhouses as a 
site Health Canada previ¬ 
ously advised was a 
licensed operation, under 
earlier federal legislation 
that allowed individuals 
to grow marijuana for 
medical purposes. 

The legislation was 
replaced in April 2014 
with laws that allow for 
more tightly-controlled 
commercial operations, 
but a federal court injunc¬ 
tion permits those indi¬ 
viduals with the earlier 
licences to continue their 
operations until a final 
court decision on their 
future is released. 

The purpose of the 
original licences was for 
people with medical con¬ 


ditions to grow marijuana 
for their own use in their 
homes, but concerns from 
police and neighbours 
about safely to surround¬ 
ing communities and the 
possibility of sales of the 
product to others led 
Health Canada to develop 
the new legislation. 

Health Canada spokes¬ 
person Sean Upton said 
he couldn’t provide infor¬ 
mation specifically about 
the Lakeshore Rd. opera¬ 
tion due to privacy 

But he told the Advance 
the legislation in effect 
until April 2014, called 
marijuana medical access 
regulations (MMARj, 
restricted the number of 
production licences in 
one location to four. A 
licensed person was 
allowed to produce 
enough dried marijuana 
for two patients, the 
amount determined by 
their physicians, he said. 

The MMAR regulations 


did not allow employees 
to be hired or anyone 
other than the person 
issued the licence to grow 
or tend to the plants, he 
said, although regulations 
did allow a patient to des¬ 
ignate another person to 
produce their supply of 
dried marijuana for

School has changed, but lessons are the same 


Does anyone remember the good 
old days of elementary school when 
phonics was a baseline study along with 
math and science physical education? 

Remember those workbooks and 
pencil crayons and the way you would 
do simple math addition with pictures 
to make compound words? 

It was how many of us learned how to 
read and write, developed our lexicon 
and broadened our vocabulary and 
thirst for reading and knowledge. 

In fact, even at later stages of 
education, students struggling with the 

to do remedial phonics to help. 

For many of us, A was for apple, B 
for banana, C for cat, D for dog, E for 
elephant and so on. 

Today, children grow up in a different 
world which is to be expected. 

Critics who pan the “kids of today” 
for not having to walk five kilometres 
to school in two metres of snow, uphill, 
both ways, in their father’s pyjamas, 
think kids of today don’t get the 
required baseline education we all got 

If you want to have someone in your 
inner circle show you how to work 
a computer app, download a file or 
upload a picture or video, who are you 
asking? Your child or grandchild likely. 


The way that online communication, 
social media, and technology has 
changed in one generation is mind 
boggling. 

If you stop to think, it has been less 
than 50 years since humans first walked 
on the moon, should you believe that 
really happened. 

Think of how much we have evolved 
technologically, in the blink of an eye. 
It's exponential. 

We are already at a stage when new 
technology is antiquated by the time 
it hits the shelf. Why else do we have 
ninth generation this, and version 
12.2.3.4 that? 

Time stops for no one, and the way we 
learn — both as children and through 
our existence — changes, as humans 
have changed since the dawn of time. 

That will not change. 

Change is not something to fear but to 
embrace, to use for the purpose of good 
and to thwart the evils some people do. 
To play ostrich is the wrong response. 

So, while today the lexicon is altered, 
so that F is for Facebook, T is for Twitter 
and Y is for YouTube, learning and 
how we integrate our humanity has not

Wedding, funeral, laughter and tears 


I’ve known for years of 
the deep emotional asso¬ 
ciation between laughter 
and tears; between joy 
and grief.

Such were my 
experiences during the 
month of August. 

With long awaited 
anticipation and fanfare, 
my wife and I prepared to 
host our only daughter’s 
wedding. A wedding is a 
major event for any fami¬ 
ly, and for me personally, 
this was the exciting 
opportunity to host the 
families of my six sib¬ 
lings. With the seven of 
us scattered across the 
continent, this was a 
huge occasion because 
the last time we were all 
gathered in Niagara was 
many years ago for my 
own wedding. 

As others have experi¬ 
enced family gatherings, 
you can image it was for 
us a logistical operation 
to arrange accommoda¬ 
tions and schedules to

ensure everyone would 
have a good time. In 
addition to the expected 
thrill of the wedding day 
itself, I gave a sigh of 
relief two days prior 
when all my siblings had 
arrived. 

It was late that evening 
when the phone call 
came with news our dear 
mother had died. It was 
that emotional sensation 
... of time coming to a 

While news of moth¬ 
er’s death brought grief, it 
was not entirely unex¬ 


pected. For at least the 
past two years, mother 
had repeatedly expressed 
her wish and prayer to 
die peacefully in her 
sleep. When I had told 
her of our daughter’s 
engagement, she lament¬ 
ed they were waiting so 
long to be married, she 
would not be around for 
the wedding. 

As other families expe¬ 
rience similar circum¬ 
stances of caring for 
aging parents, our only 
sister was mother’s pri¬ 
mary care giver. Our sis¬ 
ter also happened to be 
mother's only child who 
was living in the same 
community, while the 
next closest was over 
2,000 km away. 

My sister had been 
reluctant to come for the 
wedding in light of moth¬ 
er's recent health decline. 
Eleven years earlier our 
father had been in hospi¬ 
tal when, with hesitation, 
she traveled to attend our 
nephew’s wedding. A day 
later our father died. 

Seems to me there are 


movies about weddings 
and funerals. While our 
situation was not “enter¬ 
taining," I admit I did not 
pause to ask “Why now?” 
My wife and I expressed 
to our daughter that her 
day would be celebrated 
with all the love and 
enthusiasm we had pre¬ 
pared for; and we did. 

It also came as a bit of 
a surprise, the day after 
the wedding, that all of us 
siblings were together... 
to plan another family 
event. No confusing 
email exchanges; no long 
distance phone calls; we 
could embrace and see 
each other to prepare a 
celebration of our moth¬ 
er's life, faith and love. 

So it was that in the 
month of August I had 
the honour of walking 
down the aisle together 
with two important 
women in my life. 

Both events were a sig¬ 
nificant change of life; 
both occasions were 
filled with laughter and 
tears; both turning points 
of before and after.

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Council approves plans 
for Vineland Growers

Large farming coopera¬ 
tive Vineland Growers 
received permission from 
the Town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Monday for its 
expansion plans, but 
some conditions have 
been imposed after con¬ 
cerns raised by neigh¬ 
bours last week. 

Councillors had recom¬ 
mended approval last 
week of the Virgil com¬ 
pany's plans to expand its 
operations on East and 
West Line onto an adja¬ 
cent property on Niagara 
Stone Rd. and build a 
food storage facility to 
replace the trailers being 
used to store its produce. 


Several residents had 
expressed concerns at a 
public meeting about the 
company’s operations 
before the vote by the 
community and develop¬ 
ment services committee 
with no discussion. 

One neighbour of the 
operation came to coun¬ 
cil last week with con¬ 
cerns about a huge 
increase in truck traffic 
from Vineland Growers 
in recent years, creating 
more dust and noise, and 
was also worried about 
the safety of cyclists. 

Another neighbour 
expressed concerns about 
the increased lot cover¬ 
age for the new building 
and the need to preserve 
the green space that buf¬ 
fers the operation from 


neighbouring properties. 

An amended staff 
report was prepared for 
council this week that 
included provisions to 
mitigate their concerns 
regarding dust, noise, 
building setbacks, land¬ 
scaping and buffering, 
traffic and general site 
operations.
